Response to Arguments 

1 . Examiner notes that the following changes were discussed with Attorney Frank 
C. Nicholas on 12/9/2005. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because: 

a. Fig. 1 , element 25, applicant discloses that element 25 produces the soft 
estimates are computed through and then transferred to element 16. Element 25 does 
not have an output. Examiner suggests applicant use the correct directional flow output 
arrow for element 25 for clarification purposes. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.
